weetber, and the quantity of food. Witis 
the ancicnta, husbandry was regulated 
by the appearance of particular birda, 
and calendars of Flors have been kept 
iu different parts of Europe, embracing 
thb and other vbjecta, which are calcu' 
iated to be highly useful, i do not know 
that any calendar ol this kind baa been 
made in this atate; but any person poe- 
sesscd of any talent for observation 
might easily compile one, which, in or 
der to be coaipleu, ought to c o n t ^ an 
account ol the leafing and flowering of 
plants and trees, the progress of vege 
tation, the departure and return of hirds, 
•nd correct lucteurulogicalobservatiooa. 


When on this subject it may not he 
amiss to diaw your attention to a very 
•trixtng difference between the country 
east and west of the Aiiegany Mountains 
in uus state, which ia to bo observed 
very distinctly in rliation to birds, plants, 
aiiu, quadruped», and which formerly 
applied to til« Aborigines. 
At the hrsi 
bcitieinent by Europeans, the iodian po- 
pulaiiou was greater on the west than 
un the e«st side of the mountains.

Uave seen that bcautiful bird, the loxia 
uaidinalis, in out* weaurn eouatry, and i 
ucii«ve it never appears nerc i there are 
oUier bud» that iollow the cultivation of 
ihe country Jroui the ca«t} thi* ia tue 
Case with the crow; in soiue of the west- 
ern pans of our country he is not to be 
observed ; the t atwn supplies his place 
und it is conjectured th>t aeveral ol tne 
migrating birds come up on our aioe of 
tue mountains and return on the we*t. 
There are swwral iieea and plants in 
that part of the state, which do not grow 
in this. 
1 here seem to be races oi 
»quirrels: in the west they are black,

Oil the approach ot cold weather, the
